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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In currently amended claim 1, previous claims 2, 5, and 6 which all depended previously from claim 1 were 
included (added) to currently amended claimed 1 (this presents a new combination not previously examined). Also the addition of 
limitations "neighboring voltage electrodes" and "forming pairs of neighboring voltage electrodes having one voltage electrode in 
common" have never been seen in combination with the limitations in currently amended claim 1. In respect to both claims 12 and 13, 
"neighboring voltage electrodes" are new limitations as they were previously in claim 10, which was not part of the indicated allowable 
dependency chain. Claim 15 includes multiple new limitations that would require a futher search to determine allowability, one example 
being the addition of "neighboring voltage electrodes" . 
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
